WHEN THE SHAH SAW RADIUM 


*Radium—most mysterious of the 
mysteries of modern science—is so 
little familiar to unscientific men 


that the panic of the Qriental men- 
tioned here. is easily understood. 

Once, while in Paris, the Shah of 
Persia expressed a wish to know 
something of the discovery made by 
the Curies, husband and wife, fam- 
ous as the discoverers of radium. 
The French authorities made _ the 
necessary arrangements. Complete 
darkness is of course needed if radium 
is to reveal itself in all its brilliancy. 
After endless trouble the authorities 
finally persuaded the monarch to des- 
cend into one of the hotel cellars that 
had been arranged for the purpose, 
and His Majesty, with all his suite, 
proceeded to the underground apart- 
ment. Professor Curie closed the 
door, switched off the electric light, 
and uncovered his specimen of radium. 
A shout of terror between the roar of 
a lion and the yell of a man being 
murdered rang out, and was echoed 
by a hundred others. 

Amid general excitement and con- 
sternation, the French authorities 
hastened to the electric switches, and 
turned on the lights. Then they beheld 
a strange spectacle. In the midst of 
the prostrate Persians, with his arms 
around the neck of his grand vizier, 
and his round pupils dilated to their 
very rims, stood the Shah, shouting at 
the top of his voice in Persian: 

“Come away! Come away!” 

The switching on of the light calm- 
ed his mad terror as if by magic. Re- 
alizing the disappointment and chagrin 
he had caused Monsieur Curie, the 
Shah tried to recompense him by the 
offer of a decoration. But the austere 
man of science declined it.

Berlin, July 18.—Prince Joachim 
of Hohenzollern, youngest son of for- 
mer Emperor William, committed sul- 
cide today in Potsdam. : 

Joachim is believed to have been in 
financial straits. He recently was 
divorced. : 

Later advices say, Prince Joachim 
shot himself Saturday in his resi- 
dence, the Ville Leignitz, Potsdam. 
We was removed to St. Joseph’s hos- 
pital, where he died a few hours later, 

Joachim recently had been suffering 
from great mental depression. 

The only member of the former iim- 
perfal family now in Potsilam is Fitel 
Frederick, the former emperor's sec- 
ond son.

CALGARY BOY DROWNED 
AT GULL LAKE 


(Calgary Herald) 

A drowning tragedy occurred at 
Gull Lake on Saturday afternoon, 
when George Thompson, the 12-yéar- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 
Thompson, of 713 Sixth avenue west, 
fell out of a small boat. Although the 
body was recovered almost imme- 
diately, and everything possible was 
done to revive the lad, it was im pos- 
sible to resuscitate him. 

The boy, with his brother, went to 
Gull Lake, and were staying at the 
cottage of Hon. Justice C. A. Stuart, 
as companions to Justice tuart’s 
little boy. Saturday morning the two 
boys asked if they could go in the 
water as the day was fine and as hun- 
dreds of persons were already bath- 
ing. Permission was given, and lat- 
er they were noticed climbing into 
Justice Stuart's boat. There was a 
strong off-shore breeze and the boat 
drifted out a short distance. No one 
could tell how the boy fell into the 
water, and when he came up the first 


time he shouted for help. In a few 
minutes the body was recovered and 
was immediately attended by three 


doctors who happened to be there. It 
was found that there was very little 
water in his lungs. The lad had a 
very weak heart, and had been under 


treatment by a local doctor for a 
number of years.

though Lord Shaughnessy is not a professional] en- 
gineer, and therefore could not become a regular 
member of the Institute, he was made an honorary 
member, in view of his distinguished career as the 
head of the Canadian Pacific Reilway, in which posi- 
tion for many years he has been Intimately connect- 
ed with engineering, and probably employed more 
engineers than any man tn Canada.

Prolonged applause greeted the two new honor- 
ary members as President Walter J. Francis pinned 
the golden badges on their lapels, a note of pathos 
being added by the fact, that Sir John Kennedy 
will never sec his, his eyesight having completely 
failed him during the past number of years. 

The applause was renewed when Lord Shaugh- 
nessy rose to reply. The Chairman of the Canadian 
Pacific said that although he could not claim the 
honor of being an engincer his many years as 
President of the C. P. R. had brought him into 
very intimate relations with that profession. 

“I have probably employed more engineers of 
various kinds than any man in Canada” said His 
Lordship, “and I have always had the highest 
respect for the members of the profession, and 
never found them break their trust. In engincer- 
ing matters I always relied entirely upon their 
expert advice, and the Canadian Pacific was never 
the loser for it. Of course there were mistakes 
made during the years, but both were jointly 
responsible, and the C. P. R. did not pass the blame 
on to the engineers, but went to work to profit 
by any mistakes made—and there were not manv” 

In conclusion Lord Shauguanessy made brief re- 
ference to the encroschment of years, which had 
brought a new Presid.nt to the Canadian Pac fic, 
Mr. FE.

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THE IRISH DISORDERS 


It must occur. to anyone who reads 
the endless reports of crime and dis- 
order in Ireland that there is some- 
thing more than a political revolt 
going on in that distracted country. 
AS a mitter of fact, there is. The 
trouble began cz course witb the Sinn 
Fein party, which set out to prove 
how general is the dissatisfaction of 
the Irish with the union, and how help- 
less England is to preserve orderly 


government in Ireland. A good many 
of the outbreaks are still planned and 
ordered by the officials of Sinn Fein, 
and a good many others are undertak- 
en without authority but in pursuance 
iN the general policy of that organiza- 
tion. 

The situation has got beyond the 
control of Sinn Fein. The result has 
been what may be predicted when a 
whole nation sets itself to defying the 
constituted authorities, and when the 
government, in the hope of a pacific 
settlement, temporizes with the law- 
breakers. Criminals of every sort 
have taken advantage of the paralysis 
of law, and something very like the 
excesses of Bolshevism has appeared 
in various parts of the island. Land- 
less men, either tenant farmers or lab- 
orers, have begun to seize the land 
they want. In many of the remote 
parts of Ireland farmers and_land- 
owners have been dispossessed by 
force, sometimés after an offer to buy 
theirholdings at alow price, sometimes 
without such an offer. When an offer 
is made and rejected, the farmer 
is lucky to escape with being dispos- 
sessed; in such a case a good many 
men have been shot from behind a 
hedgerow, and there has been no auth- 
ority to punish the murderer. Like 
the Bolshevists in Russia, too, the Irish 
country dwellers are‘burning the man- 
sions of the well-to-do. Hardly a day 
passes without our hearing that 
some historic or beautiful house has 
been destroyed by fire. ; 

At the same time the Irish labor 
party—particularly the transport 
workers—is frankly Bolshevist, and, 
though it has suited its purpose to 
work with Sinn Fein in destroying 
British authority in Ireland, its en- 
thusiasm is not for an Irish govern- 
ment but for Sovietism and the Mos- 
cow International. 

The evil grows daily. It alarms the 
more thoughtful leaders of the move- 
ment for Irish independence, particu- 
larly the Roman Catholic clergy, who 


are willing enough to help Ireland to 
be independent but who are unwilling 
to help it to turn Bolshevist. It is 
reported that Mr. Lloyd George pins 
his faith on the Roman Catholic church 
for a peaceful settlement. with the 
Irish, and that negotiations are going 
on by which, in return for English 
support of the Pope’s claim to a seat 
in the league of nations, the church-is 
to use its influence to bring Ireland 
round to the home rule Dill. That 
may not be the case, but it is 
probably true that one reason why 
the British government takes no more 
determined steps to suppress disorder 
is that it sees events moving toward 
a situation in which Sinn Fein will be 
forced to come to an understanding 
with Great Britain inorder to save Ire- 
land from complete moral and social 
disintegration.

THE SPARROW IN EGYPT

The most successful colonist of 
Great Britain is her English sparrow. 
The English sparrow’ has_ so 
ubiquitously won his place in the sun 
that the sun “never sets upon him.’*| 
In 1916 the temple of Zeus at Athens 
resourded with his chirpings, as I 
found. Long ago he entered the holy 
land and took possession. Not long 
ago I found him nesting on the crown 
of a colossal statue of Rameses the 
Great in the Luxor Temple, in Egypt. 
Indeed, he is well on the way to 
usurping the whole of the Nile valley. 

This “occupation” of the English 
sparrow in Egypt the Egyptian stu. 
dents do not look upon as an’ unmixed 
good. Here are some of their re- 
marks, made in the dispassionate 
calm of’ my composition class in 
freshman English at Assuit College: 

“The sparrow is that small bird 
which we hear its voice and see in 
every place in the world nearly. It 
can be easily hunted. The government 
aliows you to kill it. Sparrows make 
ravages upon the crops. They eat 
grains and wheat and every kind of 
plantation. They eat the ripe dates 
and fall them to the ground. They eat 
the seeds after the fellah sows them. 
They bring dirt to the places where 
they go. They bring their nests into 
the special and public places. When 
they enter a room and live in, snakes 
will come to devour them, and snakes 
are very dangerous, . 

“Sparrows do noise which disturbs 
classes and chirp so high that, if two 
men were sitting in a room and two 
sparrows entered the same room, the 
two men cannot hear each the other's 
speech, because of their bad and evil 
chirping. They are uncivil, because 
they make their bad noise without 
taking care to people-who fre near. 
They have no good voice as_ other 
birds. It seems to me as if God had 
put them to be a curse to mankind.” 

aAncther freshman writes thus: “A 
sparrow is an ugly bird. Its fashion 
is very bad. It is very common, and 
we see it every day, especially at even- 
ing. It is blackish or grayish in color. 
The sparrow has a little purse under 
his neck in which he puts what he 
steals. This bird is very evil, and 
everybody hates to look at it or lis- 
ten to its bad disturbing voice. It 
eats corn, lentils, beans, maize, and 
everything: it sees, and eats its fill. 

“It enters the dwelling rooms and 
chirps on the beds and cupboards, 
and makes a great noise and disturbs 
the inmates. It brings ‘bad ‘germs’ 
which caused diseases. Sometimes 


it builds its nest, in which it lays 
eggs. We see its nests in our houses 
and schoo] classes.”

Dr. Buckley\lays down two principl- 
es which should guide us in our own 
judgments; namely, that before’ en- 
deavoring to explain facts, it is 
necessary to determine what these 
facts really are, and that so long as 
it is possible. to find a reasonable ex- 
planation of what undoubtedly is, there 
is.no no reason to suspect and it is 
superstition to assume the operation 
of supernatural cause. 

Our faith in the truthfulness of 
the Yecords of miracles in a remote 
past is based upon our conviction that 
the claims of Jesus can meet the test 
of practical experience in the present 
age. 

There is no doubt that Jesus was 
familiar with higher laws which may 
be used to suspend the ordinary oper- 
ation of‘nature and that as our know- 
ledge of the mysteries of life becomes 
clearer we may be ableto discover the 
method whereby many marvellous 
deeds were accomplished. 

Faith implies an insight into the 
working of God’s laws, an under- 
standing of His ways with men. The 
insight of the student who studies the 
laws of chemistry, of biology, of 
physiology, is quite in harmony with 
the faith of the man who eats what is 
placed before him for his nourish- 
ment, or for the restoration of his 
health.

Farm Buildings Demolished And Or- 
chards Uprooted in Severe Storm. 


Spokane, Wash., July 14.—Farm 
buildings were demolished, orchards 
uprooted, wheat was washed away, 
several farm buildings in Washington 
State College at Pullman were des- 
troyed and other damage was ‘done 
by a wind and rain storm in the 
Palouse section of Southeast Wash- 
ington last evening, which fora time 
cut off communication and led to re- 
ports of fatalities at Moscow, Idaho, 
and at Pullman. No lives were lost, 
however, although two men on the 
state college farm at Pullman were 
slightly injured. 

The poultry buildings, sheep, horse 
and bull barns at Washington State 
College were destroyed, causing; a 
loss estimated at $50,000. A portion 
of the Northern Pacific tracks in 
front of Pullman were washed out |} 
and on one section four miles west 
of Pullman a wall of water seven 
feet high swept down the narrow 
valley, carrying everything in its 
path. Several families had narrow 
escapes from drowning. An inch and 
a half of rain fell in 15 minutes. 
Boulders and gravel were deposited 
to a depth of several feet on some 
of the best land in this district. 

Lewiston, Idaho, was also in the 
path of the storm where four houses 
were washed away. Trouble at the 
Asotin Creek power plant put the 
lighting sytem of Lewiston out of 
commission. A train was stalled by 
the rush of water. 

Rushing water which overtaxed the 
sewers caused overflows into  base- 
ments of numerdus business houses in 
cauging losses to stock 
which have not yet been estimated. 

Telephone lines throughout the city 
were put out of commission by the 
lightning, which also burned out the 
lights in hundreds of residences.

of 510 feet. 

No information is on hanf as to 
the character of the deposit except 
that it looks promising, and that steps 
will be taken to put a casing in at the 
well. The core of the drill will be 
brought down to the university for 
testing. ~ 

Mr. Cote says that the drilling for 
salt will be continued, and that there 
are hopes of finding it before long. 

If the gypsum deposit proves to be 
of genuine quality and quantity, a 
double mining industry may presently 
be opened up in the McMurray dis- 
trict.

With its up-to-date equipment 
and careful attention to detail in the 
finishing and fittings, it is unusually 
well equipped for a small hospital 
and aroused a keen interest in the vis- 
itors who inspected it yesterday.

Mingay, who is a graduate of the 
Vancouver General, and winner of the 
Seldon gold medal for surgery in her 
post graduate year, 1917, was superin- 
tendent of the municipal hospital at 
Lloydminster for a year and a half.

SIXTH SEMI-MONTHLY 
LGROP AND LIVE 
STOCK REPORT 


Edmonton, July 15th, 1920. 

Conditions in crop and live stock in 
mid July are in line with the forecast 
of the early part of the month. Warm 
weather had set in at that time, fol- 
lowing a period of plentiful moisture. 
In contrast with the situation in the 
previous two weeks a suitable condi- 
ton of fine warmth is prevalent 
throughout the province, but there 
has been no interruption of adequate 
sfowers of rain to keep the crop in 
an absolutely good condition. The 
driest area for the previous period was 
{n the district north of | Lethbrdge. 
The whole of southern Alberta receiv- 
ed on July 4th a night’s steady rain- 
fall, totalling in most places about 
two inches. This shower is one of 
the outstanding features of the past 
fortnight and has had the effect of 
levelling up and correcting some of: 
the inequalities of moisture distribu- 
tion. Good rains have fallen in the 
centre and north. 

The cutworm trouble is about spent. 

The grasshopper area has increas- 
ed since last report. The parts of 
the province affected are strips north, 
south and west of Lethbridge, points 
along the Macleod and Calgary line, 
particularly around High River, points 
along the C.P.R. for one hundred miles 
east of Calgary, and an outbreak at 
High Prairie. Hoppers have appear- 
ed at Monitor also. The extent of 
damage is not great on the whole, 
but has been sufficiently serious to 
affect single farmers with considerable 
losses. 

There have been a few small areas 
visited by hail—the principal one 
being east of Macleod. 

The prospects for heavy crops of 
hay, roots and garden products are 
good. Potatoes were a Ittle slow in 
starting, but during the past ten days 
have improved remarkably... Taking 
the province as a whole the situation 
is better than it was two weeks ago 
by reason of the gain in growth 
through the accession of warm weath- 
er and the occurrence of rains. 

Live stock conditions are improv- 
ing, but the beef and stocker market 
does not look attractive to those far- 
mers who have paid sixty dollars a 
head for feed to bring their stuff 
through the winter.

Madrid, July 11—The former Em- 
press Eugenie of France died here 
{today. Former Empress Eugenie was 
“born in Granada, Spain, in 1826. Her 
father, Count De Montijo, was of a 
noble Spanish family, while her 
mother was of Scotch extraction, her 
maiden name being Kirkpatrick. 
The ex-empress was almost impa- 
tient for the end of her long lease of 
‘life, forty-four years of which were 
sparkling in the successive roles of 
the Spanish countess, Eugenie Marie 
jDe Montijo, travelling through Eur. 
; ope, a visitor to the French court, wife 
of Napoleon III, and an occasional re-

Empress became convinced that her 
life was in peril. 

FLIGHT FROM FRANCE 


Flight was decided upon, but one 
plan ‘after another failed until an 
exit was found by way of the Louvre. 
The empress in disguise, accompaniad 
only by one of her ladies in waiting, 
whirled away inacab to the residence 
of an American dentist, Dr. Thomas J. 
‘Evans. Lost to alj- Paris, the ladies 
spent the night in the protection of 
this chivalrous American,and the next 
day they were driven off inghis car- 
riage for flight across France to the 
channel and the secret boarding of a 
yacht for England= 

But exile was not enough. Misfor- 
tune came. The fall of the empire 
was followed by the death of the exil- 
ed emperor. Napoleon III. in England 
three years later and the death of his 
only son, the prince imperial, while in 
battle with the English against the 
Zulus. 

The empress, in the two score 
years that followed, found intimate 
friends in England and interest in 
travel, including visits to her former 


quiet and secluded life there so that 
her home could be transformed intoa 
hospital for wounded British officers. 
Despite her advanced age she assumed 
entire direction of the place and de- 


men. 


Whle the war was in progress she! 


had said she hoped to live to see the 
Germans driven from France and alsa 
that she expected to fulfil a SYpsy 
prophesy that she would live to be 
near 100 years old. After half a cen- 
tury of seemingly hopeless waiting 
she lived to see the Prussians humbl- 
ed and is said to have contentment 
in her knowledge of their humiliation !

In thelr frequent journeys to Alder- 
shot to review troops during the war, !
